Governor Hill of New York, 
on Ballot Reform. 


Fears of a Water Famine ab

Governor Hill Opposes the Austra- 


lian System. 

By Associated Press. | 

Aupaxy, N. Y. Jan. 7—Governor 
Hill in his annual message to the 
Legislature, was desirous of some 
changes in the laws relating to elec- 
tions. Hereviews the present election 
laws and says: Yet in spite of these 
excellent provisions our laws do pot 
reach the two great evils which attend 
our elections—intimidation and cor- 
ruption. These. flourish unchecked, 
bringing shape upon our state, ren- 
dering our elections a mockery and 
threatening even the integrity and ex- 
istance of our,political institutions. It 
is indeed a sad. allegation, which is 
that in some 
parts of our state at the recent presi- 
dential election, corruption was so un- 


| restrained that the scenes at the polls 


resembled an auction rather than an 
election, and that in other places in- 
timidation was so prevalent and un- 

disguised, particularly at some Inanu- 
facturing centers, the employers were 
virtually driven to the polls and 

actually instructed by their employers 
as to what ticket they should vote. 

The Governor reviews the Australian 
system, and finds some _ excellent 
things in it, but, as a whole, condemns 
it. He recommends the passage of a 

law which will provide for secret com- 

partments for the voters, and claims 

that this provision alone, would do 

n.uch to prevent corruption, and would 

secure the chief benefits of true elec- | 
tral reform. 

The Governor objects to an exclu- 
sively official hallot, and says that the 
provision which requires the voter to 
vote by placing a mark opposite the 
name of his candidate is unconstitu- 
tional, beeanse it makes an educationa) 
qualification that the voter shall be 
able. to read, otherwise he cannot

ABOUT SHOOTING IRONS. 


Fashions Have Changed Considerably. 
Since Flint-Leck Times. 
“If you are interested in shooting irons,” 
said a gun dealer in Lower Broadway not 
long ago to a New York Sun reporter, “let 


meé show you some pistols. They will indi- | 


cate how fashions have changed among) 
shooting men during the last forty years.”’ . 

In a néat mahogany case which the dealer” 
placed on the counter lay two single-bar- | 
reled pistols, The barrels were a foot long. | 
The bore was a half inch in diameter. Bar- 
rels, locks and stocks wereelaborately and 
tastefully engraved by hand. The stocks 
were peculiar in shape in that’ a horn pro- 
jected so as to fit between the thumb and 


circle of steel in-the casé that was for cut- 


ing the pistol. Bullet molds were also in 
place, and a powder flask and cap box as 
well. It was a first-class dueling outfit. 

‘They are for sale,” said the dealer, ‘‘be- 
cause dueling is out of fashion. They cost 
a lot of money when new, and it will take 
$25 now to buy the outfit. Forty years ago 
no other sort of a weapon was used in the 
shooting galleries. The gallery man loaded 
the weapons and gave the word as if a duel 
was in progress, and the would-be expert 
fired at the out/ine of a man placed twelve, 
paces away. Although revolvers were in- 
vented before the dute I speak of, the duel- 
ing pistol held its own in the shooting gal- 
leries until after the war. : 

“While shooting men clung to the duel- 
ing pistol for gallery practice in anticipation 
of neéding a knowledge of it some time, 
they could notcatry such q weapon around | 
with them. The derringer was accordingly 
brought out as a. pocket pistol. It was a 
short weapon, the barrel being but two and 
a half inches long,: but in the hands of the 
old-time gamblers on the Mississippi steam- 
boats it was a deadly weapon. They often 
fought duels with derringers, while -in 
hand-to-hand conflicts derringers were in- 
variably used if any weapon besides a bowie- 
knife were drawn. 

“Of course the fact that the derringer | 
had but one charge was noted. Tomake up) 
for this two were carried. Then double- 
barreled derringers were introduced, one 
barrel lying beside. the other, as in a shot-. 
gun. Conlin has a double-barreled, flint- |, 
lock derringer.in his Broadway gallery.

were of use only on the frontier. . F 

“On the frontier they were, of course, 
rapidly adopted, and, because of the fact 
that loading the cylinders with powder and 
ball was a slow process, the shooting men 
carried extra cwinders ready loaded, which 


were substituted for empty ones in time of | 


need. 


‘The invention of metal cartridges was a 


great thing for pistol-makers. Many curious 
weapons were brought out during the war. 
One of the most novel was a three-barreled 
weapon with the barrels: arranged vertical- 
ly one above the other, while a substantial 
bowte blade could be slid out beyond the 
muzzies on occasion: The b'ade was fixed 
there by a spring, and the empty pistol then 
became a wicked knife. The double bar- 
reled derringer of the present time, with 
the barrels one on top of the other, was 
evolved from this idea. 

‘*‘After metal cartridges were adopted the 
production of light and efficient revolvers 
became possible, and no end of styles were | 
brought out. Among a. host of worthless | 
cast-iron affair were a few made by firms | 
that proposed to make the best sort of 
weapons possible. and these few firms are | 
still in the business. The good revolver | 
proved so efficient that the use of derringers | 
dropped almost entirely. There is only one 
firm now engaged in making derringers, | 
and the demand scarcely justifies them in 
continuing the style. Where every gentle- | 
man once carried a brace, very few shoot- | 
ing men would now take one as a gift, save | 
as acuriosity. And yet for aman in close 
quarters no weapon is quite so efficient as 
the big-bored derringer.

How Sir John Franklin’s Fate Was Re- 
vealed by a Spirit Child, 

A fair case for investigation by the So- 
ciety for Psychical Research is presented 
in a little book recently published in En- 
giand, which protesses to give the true 
story of the discovery of the fate of the 
great Arctic explorér, Sir John Franklin:

_ further questions, there appeared upon the 


opposite wall in large, round letters the 
following: ‘Erebus and Terror, Sir Jolin 
Franklin, Lancaster Sound, Prince Regent, 
Inlet, Point Victory, Victoria Channel.” 
Captain Coppin:is said to have forwarded 
this very definite message from the unseen 
world to Lady Franklin, who was so im- 
pressed with it. that she insisted that 
Captain McClintock, who sailed on the final 


_ search expedition in 1857, should follow the 


exact route thus laiddown. This was done, 
and the result was the discovery of the 
cairn at Point Vietory, in which a thin tin

written report that was ever found re- 
specting the loss of the Erebus and Terror 
and the death of Sir John Franklin. 
McClintock returned to England and was 
loaded with rewards and honors for having
